A/26 was not sure how his income is reported 
but said he is covered in several ways; i.e., he spends much time in Rome with 
Cardinal Joseph Slipyy, receives income for his services ministering to inmates 
of an old. age home in Munich, and. for visiting the ill in Switzerland and Germany 
in the diocese of Bishop Kornylyak, 

3. According to A/2, the Toronto Itelegram is supposed to publish a series 

of articles on the Dzyuba document. Also, on Thursday, 7 March, the Svoboda 
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oublished an article about the document. A/2 is concerned that the London and 
Quebec publishers will be unhappy about the document being in the hands of other 
people an c that perhaps they may even decide "against publishing the book^ A/ 2 said 
that the Telegram received the AECASSCVARY translation of the document from fnu 
PLAVYTJK (dUN/M), who got it from Senator Paul Yusyk, to wham Bzezinski reportedly 
gave the document, which he supposedly obtained from C HI • .
